Detroit in ashes !—A letter from a geatlema™ 
of respectability at Butlaloe Creek, dated the 
20th lust, to a triend in this town, contains the 
following distressing intelligence : 

“By the schooner Charlotte, capt. Nihen, 
who arrived at Fort Erie yesterday, we are in- 
formed that the whole town of Detroit is totally 
consumed by Fire, not a single heuse in town 
left standing ! 

“ The fire, it is said, first made its appearance 
in a stable near the centre of the town, about 9 
o'clock in the morning, atid such was the rapi- 
dity of its ravages that at 12 o’clock not one 
house remained. The Citadel, which was rath- 
er detached, and in which were the Barracks, 
Officers’ quarters, and Contractors” stores, was 
eutirely consumed.” 

Note.— Detroit is the seat of government of 
the Michegan Territory, and contained up-
